The Uti!e coasting steamers and cola 
vlal clippers which occasloually called at Safety 
Islands In order to discharge provistiens have 
now been warned off, and no vessel whatsoever 
ls allowed to approach these {slands nearer than 
adistance of filteen cables, The Ile de Diable, 
headquarters of the penitentiary administratton 
’ of Safety itlands, was formerly a leper settle. 
ment, When Dreyfus was condemned to life 
Impdsonment Ine strong place Devil's Istacd 
was the only spat which it was thought wauld 
Rold him with any degree of security. The 
lepers were therefore removed and a residence 
constrocted for him, This residence {s som 
what In the natare of acsge, the invermost 
depths of which can be vie rhroug 
from the headquarters on Ile Royale, TO 
the Governor baz bis residence.
